Washington, -June 7.—The 
sprung a big surprise late this 
when he announced the appointment of 
Judson Harmon, of Cincinnati, as attorney 
general. The transfer of Attorney General 
Olmey to the state department has been a 
foregone conclusion for several days, but 
Harmon's name had not even been men- 
tioned in the gossip. Mr. Cleveland offered 
the portfolio of justice to several eminent 
lawyers, notably to James C. Carter, of 
New York, who acted as government coun- 
sel at the Behring sea arbitration, and who 
helnéd in the defense of the income tax 
cases for the government, but they prompt- 
ly declined with thanks. 

Harmon’s name was brought forward by 
ex-Governor Campbell, of Ohio, and was 
backed by ex-Governor Hoadley, whose 
partner Harmon is, Senator Brice and 
others. Secretary Carlisle, who knows Har- 
mon well, also supported him. After the 
cabinet meeting today the president wired 
Mr. Harmon a final tender of the portfolio, 
and as soon as he received a favorable re- 
ply, announced both appointments. Har- 
mon has been an active ‘rat in Ohio 
for many years, but has never held politi- 
cal office before, save to be judge of the 
court of common pleas. He has been on the 
side of good government in Cincinnati, and 
was one of Campbe!ll’s warmest supporters 
during the latter's fight with the ‘“ring’’ 
there several vears ago. He was also one 
of Campbell's iattorneys when Foraker 
tried to convince the people of Ohio that 
‘Campbell, Sherman, Butterworth and other 
leading men of both parties were in the 
famous ballot box scheme. He is one of 
the ablest lawyers in southern Ohio. He 
is a corporation attorney, being now attor- 
ney for the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Day- 
ton railroad, and is in accord with the ad- 
ministration on the financial issue.

He is about six feet three inches 
in beight, athletic in appearance, and well 
preserved, though hfs hair is slightly tinged 
with gray.

He is regarded by the bench 
and bar of Hamilton county as an able, 
broad and learned man, whose appointment 
is taken by all as a compliment to the state 
and bar, as well as being a fit recogniti: 
of the worth of one of the soundest lawyers 
in the state. Personally, Judge Harmon is a 
clrarming man. Democratic to the core, he 
hes never had -the slightest patience with 
anything or anybody in the smallest de- 
gree tainted with ‘“‘foppery.’’ 

Judge Harmen comes of old New York 
stock, and members of his branch still 
live in ana around Jefferson cvunty in that 
state. Others more remote live at Suffield, 
Conn. The father of the new attorney 
general, the Rev. B. F. Harmon, moved to 
Ohio in the early ‘40s. Judson was born 
in this (Hamilton) county February 3, 148. 
He attended the schools of this county, 
then went to Dennison university, a Bap- 
tist school, at Granville, C. In 1866 he was 

raduated from there, and three years 
later was gradutaed from the Cincinnati 
law school. He then formed a partnership 
with R. T. Durrell and practiced law till 
1876. when he was elected judge of the 
common pleas court. He served on the 
bench for four mo nths, when he wag un- 
seated in favor of Judge by the Ohio 
senate, before ae§ h a. contest was made. 
He returned to Lis practice, forming a 
partnership with Judge S, N. Maxwell. In 
1878 he was elected a julge of the superior 
court of Cincinnati, and in was 
elected. In March, 1588, he resigned, and with 
ex-Governcr Hoadley and Judge Edgar M. 
echnson went to New York and farmed 
the firm of Harmon, Cclston, a dsmith Ay 
hioadley, as successors to Hoadley, Johnson 
& Colston. 

In June, 1879, he was married 
Olive Scobey, daughter of Dr. W.

New York, June 8.—The Mercury this 
morning prints the responses of the follow- 
ing western and southern governors to 
these questions put to theme 

1. Do you favor the free coinage of silver 
by the United Ssates, independent of the 
ection of any other nation? 

2. Is there a strong probability that the 
democrats of your state will vote to put 
a free coinage plank in their national 
platform ? 

3. What is the feeling among the republi- 
cans of your state as to'‘this question? 

Governor McConnell, of Idaho, republi- 
can, is in favor of independent action and 
in favor of the free coinage of silver at 
the ratio of 16 to 1, as to the first question. 
In response to the second question he says 
that he has not access to the inner coun- 
cils of the democrats of the state, but, in 
his opinion, if those who go to their con- 
vention as representatives of that party 
do not advocate such a plank they will 
misrepresent their constituents. In re- 
sponse to query 3 he says that the feeling 
among the republicans on the silver ques- 
tion is the same as among the democrats. 

Governor Jones, silver, of Nevada, to 
query 1, “I do most emphatically.” To 
query 2, ‘“‘Without doubt, as they have in- 
corporated such a plank in their previous 
dechbarations and ‘instructions.’’ To query 
3, ‘In favor of bimetallism, but more con- 
servative than the democrats on that issue. 
Both of the old parties in this state are 
at present hopelwssly in the minority. The 
‘silver party’ is the party in power here 
‘and on the ‘issue of finance is uncompro- 
mising on the silver issue.”’ 

Governor Lord, republican, of Oregon—I 
am not in favor of free and independent 
silver coinage. I think the democrats of 
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Oregon will vote for a free coinage plank 
at the democratic national convention, 
The republicans of Oregon are undecided 
on the question, 

Governor Holcomb, populist, of Nebraska 
—I favor the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver at the present ratio, independent 
of the action of any other nation. I think 
the democrats of this state will vote to 
put a free coinage plank in their national 
platform. The republicans of this state 
are decidedly mixed on the silver question. 

Governor Stone, democrat, of Mississippi 
—I do not favor the free and independent 
except as provided by the 
national democratic platform of 1892. The 
democrats of Mississippi would vote for a 
free coinage plank in the national conven- 
tion if it were held now, but I don’t be- 
lieve they will in 1896. As to the republi- 
cans, we have few in this state with views 
on this or any other question, but most of 
that few are opposed to the 16 to 1 free 
coinage. The populists all favor it. 

Governor Stone, democrat, of Missouri— 
I am in favor of free and independent sil- 
ver coinage. There is no doubt that the 
Missouri delegation in the democratic Na- 
tional convention will vete for a plank 
expressing the demand of our democratic 
masses for such coinage. The republicans 
of Missouri stand about half and half. 

Governor Matthews, democrat, of Indi- 
ana, believes in the United States taking 
the initiative to bring abeut a speedy 
agreement or refusal between the Ccom- 
mercial nations on coipage of silver and 
its ratio, or, failing in this, he favors the 
independent coina by the United tates 
of the silver product of this count! eX- 
cluding foreign bullion. As to the s¢ 
query Governor Matnews is unable to predict 
what the democrats vf Indiana will urge 
as the financial plark in the national plat- 
torm, but hails tnat it will be for a true, 
honest and just bimetallism, and certainly 
not for the single gold standard. As to 
the third question, he says that, while 
many of the republicans are: undoubtedly 
for the single gold stancard, yet the ma- 
jority will favor the coinage of silver upon 
some basis or other.

Bat the Demecrate of Ohio Are for 
the Free Coinage of Silver, 
Columbus, 9., June 7.—Allen W. Thur- 
man, chairman, and William A. Taylor, sec- 
retary of the democratic state executive 
committee, have issued a statement in 
which they say that Senator Calvin S. 
Brice apparently controls the chairman of 
the state central committee and will net 
permit a call for a state convention, add- 

ing: 

“The reason for this is perfectly apparent. 
Senator Brice, realizing that he is not in 
harmony with the great majority of the 
democratic party of Ohio upon the money 
question, wants time in which he can, 
by political manipulation and machiney, 
control, if possible, the declaration the de- 
mocracy of the state will make upon this 
issue in the convention. He seems to be 
afraid to let the democrats of the state 
meet when they desire anc express their 
independent views. 

“Judging from the information received 
by the officers of the executive committee, 
we are also led to believe that at: least 
four-fifths of the democratic party of Ohio 
are in favor of readopting the plank of 
last year advocating the free coinage of 
gold and silver at the ratio of 16 to 1.”

BEGINNING OF THE ARGUMENT 


In the South Carelina Registration 
Case. 

tichmond, Va., June 7.—Argument in the 
South Carolina registration case was begun 
in the United States circuit court of ap- 
peals today before Chief Justice Fuller, 
Judges Hughes and-Seymour. 

Attorney General Barber opened for the 
state of South Carolina. The trend of his 
opening remarks was that the federal 
courts had no jurisdiction in the premises. 


| Hie Said it was set forth by Judge Goff that 


the petitioner was a colored man, and, 
therefore, the refusal of the laws of South 
Carolina to permit him to vote was in 
violation of the fifteenth amendment of the 
constitution, 

Mr. Barber called the attention of the 
court to the fact that nowhere in the 
record did this fact--that the petitioner was 
colored—appear, though it was commented 
upon by attorneys in the lower court, and 
very prominently brought to the attention 
of Judge Goff when he granted the injunc- 
tion. 

The attorney general stated that instead 
providing for’ a discrimination against 
voter, the law set forth that any male 
citizen, regardless of race, color or condi- 
tion, who had resided in the state for one 
year, Was entitled to vote. It was not the 
law, he said, that caused Judge Goff to 
hold that voters were be: denied their 
privileges, but it was the abuse of the law 
by people ostensibly working under it. He 
contended that the law should not be held 
responsible for derelictions of election ofn- 
cers. 

Mr. Douglass made the opening speech for 
the petitioner. He prefaced his argument 
with the statement that though he and his 
‘late, Mr. O’Bear, appeared in opposi- 
to the cause of the state, they were in 
io. sense against the state, except that they 
were endeavoring to bring about right. in 
addressing himself. to the question the 
jurisdiction of the United States court, he 
said that if a wrong was committed and the 
effort of that wrong was to disfranchise a 
voter and thereby imperil the federal elec- 
tions, he contended that a federal court 
had jurisdiction. 

The law, he said, was in violation of section 
1, article 14, of the constitution of ithe 
United States. The section denies a voter 
a liberty when it takes away his vote and, 
therefore, the court had jurisdiction to 
enjeia against further ifffracGons of the 
constitution of the United States. In con- 
clusion he submitted that the law was in 
violation of the fourteenth article and in 
antiation of that statement called at- 
tention to the features of the law and said 
that it was alr impossible for thre il- 
literate voter to differentiate his registra- 
tion from his receipt, or any other ofticial 
paper he might have. He asked the court 
the direct question: ‘‘What class is the two 
directed against-—the whites or the ne- 
groes.”’

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Fuller replied that they 
‘cted against either. 

Mr. Douglass, continuing, directly ate 
tacked the law and argued that it was 
enacted simply for the purpose of disfran- 
chising the negro vote.

Shortly 
after the gunboat was sighted yesterday 
the Spanish merchant ship Gracia, direct 
from Havana, arrived in port and is now in 
quarantine.

The people of Fernandina, however, do 
not anticipate a visit from. the gunboat, 
as she might have an experience with the 
health officers similar to that of the fifin- 
etanta Isabella at Port Tampa.

Short- 
ly after she was sighted, several bands of 
men were seen going in the same direction, 
each armed with a brace of pistols, Win- 
chester rifle and pack on his shoulders. it 
is rumored that the expedition will sail 
from one of the Bahama islands. 

“Generals Roloif and Rodriguez, with fif- 
ty or sixty men, left on Wednesday night 
on the steamship Mascotte.- Many famil- 
iar faces are missing from the streets to- 
day. It is rumored tonight that another 
band will attempt to leave the city during 
‘the night. The customs officials are exert- 
ing every effort to prevent infractions of 
the neutrality laws. A prominent shoe 
deater of this city states that he ordered 
two hundred pairs of heavy cavalry boots 
for Roloff, which were délivered last week. 
Several tailors have been working day and 
night the past three or four weeks, making 
clothing for the expedition. 

‘A prominent Cuban says the expedition 
which left here is the best equipped of any 
that has left the state, and if successful in 
landing, will put a different face on Cuban 
matters. The revenue cutter Morrell left 
the harbor this afternoon under orders from 
the collector of customs, who is exerting 
every effort to prevent expeditions leaving 
this district. The Morrell will patrol the 
gulf and search every vessel which nas a 
suspicious look. Every available man in

Colonel Templeton was a democrat, but 
strongly opposed secession.

Though a man of 
political influence, Colonel Templeton never 
cared to fill any political office. He was 
nominated as a state senator, but declined, 
naming his successor, who was elected. AY 
the age of twenty-eight years he was nom- 
“nated for congress in New Orleans, and 
later was offered; the nomination of United 
States senator, but declined to accept 
either, remarking, “I am too hot-headed to 
be a politician.'’ Perhaps his ‘stanchest 
friend was General Taylor, who, the day 
after his inauguration, said that, ‘‘Temple- 
ton could have anything within his gift.” 
He was also an intimate friend of Abraham 
Lineoln. 

Colonel Teinp ton came to New York 
just after thé close of the war and estab- 
lished himself, as a cotté#n broker.. He re- 
tired from business in 1869, after which he 
speculated in a private way in real estate.

Among their crimes was the 
cold-blooded assassination of a man named 
Thornton, near the fair grounds, three 
miles from this city, and an assault upon 
an old farmer near East Lake, six miles 
from here, whom they shot down beeause 
he refused to give them money and food. 

Harris seems to have been the most thor 
oughly depraved of the two. Up to 10 
o clock this morning he was talking of his 
nerve, He said to Deputy Sheriff Cole yes 
terday evening: 

“Oh, I have nerve. I am going to hold 
out to the very last and die game. My sins 
have been forgiven me and I am not afraid. 
I am no worse than lots of people on the 
outside, anyway’ I always did love the 
sight of blood,”’ said Harris. ‘‘White man’s 
blood was especially a pleasing sight to me. 
I always liked to see it flowing warm, right 
from the throat. 

‘A colored man’s blood was also good to 
my but not as much so as that of a 
white man,” 

From this species of braggadocie the mur- 
derer would drop off into a kind of prayer, 
mixing his prayer with-constant assertions 
of his nerve.

New Orleans, June 7.—The United States 
Electric Securities Company, of Portland, 
Me.,. filed an application stoday in the 
United States circuit court, for the ap- 
pointment of a reeeiver for the Louisiana 
Electric Light Company. This company is 
@ huge corporafion, and has practically a 
monopoly of the electric ight and power 
business in this city. By reason of the 
execution of a certain mortgage and bonds, 
plaintiff avers that as a creditor and stock- 
holder it has a vital interest in the honest 
and efficient management of the affairs of 
the Louisiana Electric Light Company, 
Which petitioner avers have been grossly 
mismanaged, and its means of credit have 
been wrongly diverted and employed for 
the benefit of other persons and corpora- 
tions in which certain members of its 
board of directors were personally inter- 
ested and for the benefit of the said mem- 
bers of the board of directors, and to the 
great detriment of the corporation and of 
its creditors. 

Various contracts involving hundreds of 
thousands of dollars are cited as having 
been improperly entered into with other 
concerns by the Loulsiana Electric Light 
Company, to the detriment of petitioners 
and of the Louisiana Electric Light Com- 
pany itself. Allegations are made which 
tend to show that M. J. Hart and R. hl. 
McDonald were the principal beneficiaries 
under these contracts.

New York, June 7.—The libel suit brought 
by George W. Cornish against W. E. D. 
Stokes to recover $20,000 damages nearly 
ended in a fight between John S. Wise and 
Lawyer A. R. Boardman this afternoon. 
As it is, the lie passed between them. Mr. 
Wise, who is a son of ex-Governor Wise, 
of Virginia, and has served in congress 
from the Richmond district, called Board- 
man a liar, cur and blackguard, and threat- 
ened to slap his face.

-— MACON'S BAR MEBTS 
Tributes of Respect ‘Paid to Recently 
Deceased Members, 
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SOME KICKING OVER THE SCOOP 


All the Railroad Men Are Not Pleased 
at the Purcbase of the Georgia 
South: Pn and Florida. 


Macon, Ga., June 7.—@pecial.)\—The Ma- 
con bar held a memorial meeting this morn- 
ing at 11 o’clock in the superior courtrcom, 
to which the public was invited. Judge J. 
L. Hardeman presided. Three separate com- 
mnittees had ‘been appointed to prepare me- 
morials on the lives and characters of three 
deceased members of the bar—namely, 
Judge James T. Nisbet, Captain Richard K. 
Hines and Judge George W. Gustin. The 
committees submitted full and interesting 
reports on the lives and gervices of the 
deceased and paid high tribute to their 
characters. The Constitution’s correspond- 
ent will not here attempt to give the memo- 
rials, but append only a few points from 


them. 

Tne first memorial submitted was that-on 
Judge James T. Nisbet. This was read by 
Washington Dessau, chairman of the com- 
mittee. 

James T. Nisbet was born at Madison, 
Ga., on the 20th of February, 1828. He was 
the second son of Eugenius A. Nesbit, after- 
wards one of the first judges of the su- 
preme court of Georgia. His early school 
training was at Macon, in a log cabin 
which stood under a tall sycamore at the 
corner of now Orange street and Georgia 
avenue, in this city. His collegiate educa- 
tion in Georgia was finished at Oglethorpe. 
Judge Nisbet graduated from this institu- 
tion with the tirst honor in 1844. His colle- 
giate education receiving its completion in 
@ post graduate course for a year at Yale, 
he came to the bar in 1846 by special act 
of the general assembly, then being under 
twenty-one years of age. He first began 
“the practice of law at Madison with the late 
Judge Augustus Reese, where he continued 
to live until 1850. He then returned to Ma- 
con and edited The Journal and Messenger 
for several years. In 1850 he married Miss 
Mary Seymour Wingfield, who survives him. 
Shorily after his marriage he moved to 
Augusta and edited The Augtivta Constle- 
tutionalist until 1860, when ne agan re- 
turned to the practice of law in Macon. 
In 1881 he retired from the active practice 
owing to ill health. He died on April 29, 
1894. He was a member of the board of ed- 
ucation of Bibb county twenty-two years. 

The memorial on Captain R. K. Hines 
was read by Judge Clifford Anderson, chair- 
man of the committee. 

Richard K. Hines died in Macon, Ga., 
September 20, 189, aged sixty-four years. 

He was born at Midway, near Milledge- 
ville, August 14, 1830. He was the son of 
Richard Kennan Hines, whose name he 
bore. His mother was Mrs. Emily Nisbet. 
He was admitted to the bar at the age ot 
eighteen years in Macon, where his father 
had moved in 1837. He commenced the 
practice of law at Albany. He married 
Miss Georgia Shackelford on December 1], 
1864, lived in Albany until 1872,,when they 
removee to Macon, and here Colonel Hines 
again engaged in the practice of law. 

The memorial on Judge George W. Gus- 
tin was read by Hon. Dupont Guerry, chair- 
man of the committee. 

George Woodruff Gustin was born Fn] 
Morristown, N. J., on January 20, 154, and 
died at his residence in Vineville, Ga., ot 
apoplexy on May 5, 189%. His family re- 
moved to Newark, N. J., when he Was 
quite a youth. Tae family then moved to 
New York. In 1860° they removed to Florida 
and settled on Amelia island, near Fernan- 
dina, where they remained until they re- 
moved to Macon in 1862, after sojourning 
a short while in Savannah, Judge Gustin 
attended the up:versity high school at 
Athens, then went to the war, and afier 
this began the practice of law in Macon. 

Addresses were delivered by Messrs. ko- 
land Ellis, Walter Grace, W. T. Stone, 
Clem P. Steed and C. L. Bartlett. 

On motion of Mr. H. F. Strohecker, the 
reports of the committee were unanimously 
adopted. 

In ordering the reports to be spread on 
the minutes Judge Hardeman made a few 
eloquent and appropriate remarks. 

The superior and city courts held no 
business sessioms today in respect to the 
biemory of Judge Nisbet, Captain tines 
and Judge Gust.n. 

a Kevceivership Rumor. 

The city of Macon does not take kindly 
to the purchase of the Georgia Southern 

nd Florida railroad by the Southern, be- 
cause it botties up the Gecrgia Southern 
and defeats the purpose for which the 

Georgia Southern was built, namely, to 
give Macon another outlet te the north 
and west independent of tne Central and 
Southern. It is rumored that an attempt 
Inay be made to put the Georgia Southern 
back into the hands of a receiver on the 
ground that the purchase of the Georgia 
Southern by the Southern is in violation 
of the constitution of the state, which 
prohibits the purchase of one road by 
another to defeat competition. Macon 
hoped that the Plant system or the Sez 
board Air-Line would buy the road. The 
Seaboard has been considered a probable 
purchaser for a long while. If legal steps 
are taken to defeat the Southern’s pur- 
chase, the proceedings may be brought 
in the United States court, as Judge Speer’s 
decision, which was adverse to the Ter- 
minal’s control of the Central, is well re- 
membered. The Southern doubtless, 
though, well and thoroughly considered 
the situation before it made the purchase 
and feels secure in its position. 

Tax Case of Interest. 

Argument was concluded today before 
Special Examiner Jones in the tax cases 
OL tne city of Macon against the Central 
railroad for about $12,000 of past aue 
taxes. City Attorney Wimberly represent- 
ed the city of Macon, and Mr. Marion 
Erwin represented the _ railroad. The 
Central resists payment of the taxes on 
several grounds, among which are the 


following: 
That certain of the property is exempted 


from taxation under the charter of the 
road; that the assessment is too high, and 
that the'city can not legally assess the 
property, but the assessment should be 
made only by the state comptrolled general. 
Appeal Not Sustained. 

The board of public works met this morn- 
ing to consider an appeal from the sani- 
tary sewer contractors, Noble & Wadley, 
from the order of City Engineer Wilcox, 
which directed that the contractors shall 
not open over 2,000 feet of ditch at any

Story of the Crime.

“An old man by the name of Anthony 
Haswell lived in a suburb of East Provi- 
dence. He was respected by all who Knew 
him and was supposed to be quite wealthy. 

“On Tuesday Haswell was seen to 
have a large amount of money ‘on his per- 
son, and displayed a large roll of bills. He

“Early on the morning of the 19th he 
went into the city of Providence and made 
several cash purchases and rather made 
public the fact that he had money with 
him. He showed the roll of bills to several 
‘ahd .pulled them out of his pocket when he 
went into a bar to get a glass of beer. 

“In the bar at the same time Haswell 
was there were two men, George Sullivan 
and Martin Dalton. These men noticed 
the money. and in a short time made the 
acquaintance of the old man. They inter- 
ested him in a conversation, and talked 
about some property that he had for sale. 
Before they left him, minmade an en- 
gagement with him to call at his home 
that afternoon and together to go out and 
Jook at the property. 

“They left in the bar and went out. 
As soon as they had left him, they watched 
him and thought that he had started for 
his Rhome on the of the town. In 
this way they were mistaken, as Haswell 
went elsewhere, Believing that they 
would find him at his house, they at once 
went to that place. 

“They reached his home about noon, and 
found no one there but his wife. With 
the lady fhe two men remained for some 
time, byt seeing that Haswell was not 
coming, they left and returned shortly 
afterwards. Still Haswell had not put in 
his appearance. 

‘‘Late that afternoon they again called, 
and were rewarded by being met at the 
door by the man they wanted to see, They 
“at once proposed to him that they go and 
see the property. Haswell thought it was 
too late in the day, but the men insisted 
and claimed that the next day would be 
too late. 

‘Haswell left the house and never return. 
ec. He was searched for, but was not 
found until the following day. 

Killed in Cold Blood. 

“Leaving the house, the trio took an 
electric car and went out of the city. This 
car left at 6 o'clock and carried the party 
through Providence, where they got off and 
started out on foor. 

“When in the shadow of a dense grove, 
Dalton is said to have struck the man a 
fearful blow across the head and he fell 
to the ground apparently dead. Securing 
the money he had on his person, Sullivan 
and Dalton hurried away. Sullivan was 
captured after a chase of two weeks and 
Dalton escaped the officers until arrested 
in this city tonight. 

“Haswell lay upon the ground several 
bours after he was struck. He was badly 
Wounded and jhere was a gaping wound 
upon his head. After awhile, he regained 
consciousness and crawled upen his hands 
and knees some @istance to a neighboring 
bouse. The alarm was given and the man 
cared for. He died from the effects of his

Detective Parker was soon 
upon his trail and almost caught him be. 
fore he left the place. Hie was chased 
for two weeks and finally caught in a 
town in Massachusetts. He was tried and 
convicted and sentenced for hfe, that be- 
ing the limit for the charge of murder ‘in 
that state. 

Sullivan, seeing that he was sure to be 
convicted, gave the entire plot away, and 
told of the part that Dalton played in the 
killing, Dalton made good his escape and 
went to England, where he remained a 
year. Two years ago he went to San 
Francisco, and from that place he went 
to St. Louis and other -places. 

Dalton Comes to Atlanta. 

About six weeks ago Dalton came to 
this city and he gave the name of Davis. 
At that time he was advertised in the 
papers to be the manager of Denver kad 
Smith, the pugilist. He appeared to be 
quite a sporting man and frequently was 
seen in company with noted gamblers of 
this city. 

The detectives were not satisfied that he 
was what he claimed to be and they ar 
rested him. He was thought to have been 
at that time a crook and they watched him 
elosely. After being confined for a few days 
at the station house he was released upon 
the lack of sufficient evidence to convict 
him, and he was told to leave the city, 

He did leave the city but soon returned. 

A Partner of Harry Raymond. 

When he returned to the city he met Har- 
ry Raymond, the blue-eyed, and together 
they were frequently seen in each other's 
company. It was at this time that arranse- 
ments were made, so it is claimed, to mur- 
der the Chinaman whose laundry is on Ma- 
rietta street, 

Their game, so the detectives claim, was to 
entice the celestial away from his laundry 
and whiie he was looking in another direc- 
tion Dalton was to kill him with a blow 
from behind and his money would be taken 
and the body hidden away. 

The detectives claim that all the details 
were made and that the programme would 
have been carfied out had they not inter- 
fered and run the parties out of town. 

After they were forced to leave the city 
Raymond went to Brunswick and Dalton 
says that he went to Pensacola. Dalton 
savs he was in that place until a few days 
azo, when he again returned to this city. 
He has been here the third time almost a 
week, and has been shadowed closely by the 
detectives. His every movement has been 
watched, and when the circulars were re- 
ceived from Chief Parker, of Providence, 
the detectives at once saw that Davis, alias 
Dalton, was the man. They notified Parker 
of the fact and that man came to this city 
yesterday. 

Dalton Talks.

Dalton’s partner has not only given the 
entire deal away. but the man he kilied 
just before his death stated that Dalton 
was the man who struck the blow, and 
accurately described the man. 

Dalton is a burglar, When he was 
arrested the detective found a valise on 
the seat which he occupied. The valise 
was taken to the station house and the 
contents examined. In the satchel was 
found a complete set of burgiar’s. tools, 
cons$sting of every kind: of implement 
necessary for the cracking of safes. There 
was also in the valise a murderous-look- 
ing sandbag, made of thick leather and 
filled with shot and sand. A pistol was in 
the grip, too. Dalton not deny the 
fact that he has broken safes, and he 
seems to care but very little what is 
charged to his account. All the evidence 
against him is damaging in the extreme, 
and he appears to be hopeless. 

A Large Reward for His Arrest. 

A reward of $500 was outstanding at the 
time of his arrest, and this will be pai« 
upon his delivery in the city of Providence. 
Detective Parker has spent a great deal 
of time in running the man over the coun- 
try, and has had some thrilling experi- 
ences. At one time he was almost in sight 
of Dalton in a town in Massachusetts and 
was hot upon his trail. Dalton saw that 
he was about to be caught and he played 
a shrewd game upon the detective. 

Dalton was. closely pressed and as he 
was running daown street he saw a 
young lacy riding a wheel. He caught the 
woman and made her exchange attire with 
him. He dressed himself in her clothes 
and mounting wheel, rode off just as 
the detective came in sight. 

He was nearly caught again in St. Louis, 
but escaped by just a few minutes. For 
three years he played hide and seek with 
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covering many hundred miles. He has 
proved himself to be a shrewd man and 
escaped many times by the use of his wits. 
Will Be Paken Buek Today. 
Parker expects to take Dalton away this 
morn.ng. Yesterday afternoon Parker 
went before the governor and obtained 
requisition papers.

WATGHING MR. PLANT 


All Eyes Are on the Millionaire Railroad 
Man These Days. 


IT IS SAID HE WILL GET THE A. AND F 


How the Great System of Plant Lines Will 
Probab y (Gietan Opening to tne North- 
west—Otber Railway News. 


What will Mr. Plant co? 

‘this is the question of the day among 
railread men of the south. 

It is ecerceded on every side—even by 
oificials of the Plant system—that a more 
direct outlet will have to be secured from 
the sowthern Georgia and central Florida 
regions to the northwest than that which 
is left Mr. Plant now by way of Mont- 
gomery. 

Montgomery is too far out of the line 
to make a desirable route for the tratfic 
criginating over the Plant system to the 
great market centers of the west, This 
is plain. 2 

According to the trend -of telegraphic 
whispers that came from New York yes- 
terday and from the tendency of the talk 
among local railroad officials here in At- 
lanta, there is some kind of a negotiation 
astir by which the Plant lines hope to 
secure affiliation with the Atlanta and 
Florida aiid 
tersions at the southern terminus of this 
desirable but ill-fated line connect directly 
into Atlanta from the great heart of the 
splendid system of roads with which Mr. 
H. B. Plant has completely netted south 
Georgia and northern Florida. 

In these days and times with such a 
giant-like system forming in the south as 
the Southern, there is no hope for minor 
lines lying around loose, nor is there much 
hope for systems like the Plant ‘tines unless 
ccnnections over which they have absv- 
lute control can be gained in competition 
with the greater powers. 

Mr. Plant said in an interview with The 
Constitution not long ago: “No matter how 
great a railroad may grow, it never grows 
tod great to accept traffic from another 
line,’’ 

But, since this was spoken, the Southern 
has grown just a trifle greater than was con- 
templated in this speech, perhaps. for the 
Georgia Southern and Florida and the Geor- 
gia Central, which were at that time Mr. 
Plant’s chief connections for the northwest, 
have both passed practically under the ab- 
solute control of the Southern. 

The Plant system has been abruptly left 
except the roate of its own by way of 
Mentgomery, which is miles and miles out 
of the way, and makes folly out of any 
attempt that inay be made to compete in 
schedules and quick delivery with the route 
tne Southern has monopolized straight by 
way of Atlanta and Chattanooga to Cin- 
Cinnati and Chicago. 

lt is known throughout the south that 
Mr, Plant is too shrewd a rajlrcad man to 
allow things to remain this way lone. It 
is believed hat he will in the very near 
fulure announce a deal by whicn his great 
System of excellent roads to the south. of 
Atlanta will have cheir own reute leading 
out to the western jobbing centers by way 
of the Gate Cty, and that he will in 
nection with the Louisville and Naskville 
interests here, with which he has alwavs 
been most friendly, make a somewhat more 
direct route than even the Scuthern has 
in the wisdom of Pres'dent Spencer seen 
proper to monopolize. 

7 The key to the situation unquestionably 
is the Atlanta and Florida. 

jiere is a road that was‘bought in before 
the courthouse door four or five days ago 
for a mere song, considering itg yreat 
Value as a connecting line through

competing powers very much longer. 
Atlanta and Florida runs from At-

| | Fort Valley. There is a small 
line running from fort Valley to Perry. 
The distance from Perry to Grovania, ri 
Station on the Georgia Southern and Flori- 
da, is trifling, and here could be made 
connection with a lumber road that runs 
up from Hawkinsville. From Hawkins- 
ville another short link could be easily 
constructed down the Ocmulgee river, at 
Slight expense, to Abbevilie. l'rom Abbe- 
ville to Douglas is but a shert distance. 
and a link built to that point would com- 
pletely fii the connection and lead to 

Waycross over the Waycross Air-Line. 
Waycross is a principal point on the Plant 
system, and this would give the opening 
to the north that is seen clearly to be in 
such demand now by the Plant people. 

The best part of it is that these links 
that are to be filled up are trifling. There 
are little lumber roa@gs of brief mileage 
ail the way with but few and exceedingly 
short gaps between. The roads can be 
purchased by Mr. Plant at much less cost 
than any new line would cost him. 

Another good thing about the route sug- 
gested by these is that it is as direct as 
the flight of the crow from Waycross to 
Fort Valley, where connection would be 
made with the Atlanta and Florida, which 
when purchased would complete the 
straightest line from south Georgia to 
Atlanta, where all sorts of connections 
would be made with friendly lines and not 
under conditions which the Plant's great 
competitor, the Southern, might demand. 

One thing that serves to corroborate the 
rumored negotiation is that the. Plant sys- 
tem has not been mixing much with the 
Southern in its councils lately. At the 
recent rate committee meeting at the 
headquarters of the Southern Railway and 
Steamship Association, the Plant people 
were nicuously absent. Not one of 
them \ there to have a voice in the 
making «! rates. 

All of these things seem to bear out the 
prediction that hereafter the south must 
look to the Plant and the Southern for the 
lively competition in traffic that is always 
healihful to all trades. 

At any rate, all of the railroad officials 
of this territory are winking the other 
eye and saying, whenever such matters are 
mentioned: 

“Keep your eye on Mr. Plant!’

Macon, Gu., June 7.—(Special.)—A petition 
was filed by Schneider Bros, in the United 
States court today asKing for a postpone- 
ment of the sale of the Macon and At- 
lantic railroad, which is advertised to take 
place next Wednesday in Savannah, ‘They 
allege that they are due about $7,500, which, 
is in tne nature of a first lien 
They claim the amount 
which they advanced to 
the reorganization when the 
road was first taken hands of 
the receivers, presumably at the time when 
MeTighe & were trom ‘ tne 
United States court by creditors, which re- 
lease was accomplished by J. F. Hanson, 
H. J. Jaamar et al. upon a $100,000 bond for 
Me'lizhe, and out of which bond had grown 
the famous Hansdn-Bacon suit. This re- 
crganization for which Schneider’ LDros. 
Icuned $7,500 fell through and failed of ac- 
coinplishment, Later the road sold 
at receiver's sale and bought in by John R, 
Young, of Savannah; J. i. Hanson and 
others for $410,000.

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Toryism and the British Gold Standard, 

The Constitution made some com- 
ments yesterday on a letter which it 
printed from Mr. Otio Baum, a Gerilman- 
American citizen. We presume, of 
course, that Mr. Baum has become a 
citizen of the republic, for he employs 
the English language with some fiuency, 
and, in other respects, his letter bears 
the earmarks of a domicile on these 
shores covering a reasonable length of 
time. 

Taken in connection with the recent 
revival of toryism among native Ameri- 
cans, the sentiments expressed by Mr. 
Baum become bighly interesting. To 
his mind the revival of absolutism in 
Germany, Which the young emperor has 
preached in season and out of season, 
is overshadowed by the remarkable ad- 
Vances in the direction of imperialism 
Which have recently been made in the 
administration of affairs in this coun- 
try. Thereforé, in all sincerity, Mr. 
Baum asks us if it would not be better, 
since a president can be an imperialist 
if he chooses to violate the spirit of our 
institutions, to have at the head of af- 
fairs a2 man who has been educated in 
the art of government from his youth 
up, and who Knows from the time that 
he knows anything, that it is bis destiny 
and right to rule the people. 

We see clearly enough what is in Mr. 
Baum’s mind, and if it be true that 
American presidents can play the des- 
pot with impunity, and escape the hon- 
est indignation and disgust of sensible 
people at the same time, it must be ad- 
mitted that his argument is a forcible 
one. 

But it is not true of American presi- 
dents who have a just appreciation of 
the responsibilities and duties of their 
position. It can only be true of those 
who deliberately violate the law and the 
traditions of the republic, and no presi- 
dent can do this and escape the’ con- 
tempt of those who have elevated him 
‘to his high position. 

The pith of Mr. Baum’s remarks lies 
in the fact that we have a president at 
this moment who is using all the pow- 
ers that his position gives him to force 
the American people to accept a condi- 
tion of affairs that is intolernble: who 
has turned his back on the common 
people and is devoting his whole time 
and attention to promoting the interests 
of the money power, the element that 
has preyed on the producers of the 
country from the beginning of the re- 
public. 

We have recently bad in Atlanta the 
delectable spectacle of one of the most 
prominent business men of the south 
declaring in a meeting of prominent 
grocers in convention that Mr. Cleve- 
land ought to draw a salary of $100,000 
-a year and be elected for life. To add 

to the significance of this queer specta- 

cle, the declaration was received by the 
large gathering with enthusiastic demon- 
strations of delight and approval by 
‘some who heard it. Toryism of the 
most unmitigated stripe ruled the hour, 
and some of the prominent business 
men glowed with approval. 

We call the attention of Mr. Baum to 
this essential difference between the 
German empire and the American re- 
public, to-wit: that if some prominent 
business man were to announce to a 
large meeting of solid and substantial 
business men that the throne should be 
abolished and a government of the peo- 
ple substituted in its place, the man 
who made the declaration and the men 
who applauded it would be marched to 
jail between files of soldiers preliminary 
to standing a trial for treasonable acts 
and utterances aimed at «the govern- 
ment. 

But in this free republic, the declara- 
tion above quoted and the enthusiastic 
applause of some of the prominent busi- 
ness men within reach of his voice, have 
had no other effect than to warm the 
hearts of the tory element in the coun- 
try, and_to cause the judicious to grieve. 
That is all. 

The Courier-Journal, as our readers 
have been advised, alludes to the man 
who made the statement as a fool; but 
the truth is, he is one of the most sub- 
stantial business men of Memphis. He 
is wise enough to perceive that the 
money power in this free country can- 
not long hold the people as slaves to 
an intolerable financial condition unless 
the shylock class can have in the presi- 
_dént’s chair for an indefinite period a 
man thoroughly devoted to its interests. 
He is in favor of the single gold stand- 
ard, and he knows enough about the 
public opinion of his section and of the 
country to know fhat that system of 
robbery invented by the shylocks of 
Great Britain cannot long remain the 
law unless its adherents can place a 
man of their own in the president’s 


office for life. 


| Memphis is not by any. means the only 

man in the country who is preaching 
doctrines destructive of the whole 
theory and purpose of republican gov- 
ernment. Toryism is rampant among 
those. who conceive it to be to their in- 
terests to tie this nation like a tin can 
to the tail of the British lion by means 
of the system of British gold monomet- 
allism. In the very nature of things no 
real American, no genuine democrat, can 
advocate gold monometallism or favor 
a continuation, even for the briefest pe- 
riod, of the intolerable conditions that 
have been produced by the demonetiza- 
tion of silver, and the consequent in- 
crease in the purchasing power of gold, 
and the decrease of the purchasing pow- 
er in the market of .cotton, wheat and 
other products of human labor. 

The inevitable results of advocacy in 
this country of the British gold stand- 
ard dre the decay of patriotism, and 
the growth of the rankest torvism. Both 
must be put down at all hazards and 
at any cost. They must be put down 
even if the people have to sacrifice both 
the old parties. There is no other issue 
before the country but the restoration of 
the purchasing power in the markets 
of the people’s products and the enlarge- 
ment of their stock of available primary 
money. 
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Troup Was the First. 

Hon. F. M. Longley, of LaGrange, calls 
the attention of The Constitution to 
the fact that the first bimetallie league 
in Georgia was formed in Troup, and 
not in Spalding eounty. The Cofstitu- 
tion several days ago in urging the 
formation of similar leagues throughout 
the state called attention to the organiz- 
ation of the Spalding league and stated 
that this was the first one that had 
been organized in the state. 

But just at this time the organization 
of new county leagues is of more im- 
portance than the question as to which 
county organized the first league. In 
several counties the work of organiza- 
tion is rapidly under way and we be- 
lieve that it will not be long before 
every county in the state has an enthu- 
siustie bimetallic league pledged to la- 
bor for the restoration of silver to its 
position as a standard money metal as 
promised by the national democratic 
platform. 

Colonel Longley is doing splendid work 
in Troup and in not one county in the 
State is the demand for genuine Dbi- 
metallism more earnest than in his 
county, and the strong sentiment there 
has been largely due to thorough or- 
ganization and systematic work. 

Let the good work go on, for when- 
ever the people lessen: the enthusiasm 
of their demand for the restoration of 
silver, the coils of the single gold stand- 
ard will bezin to tighten. Only through 
organization and agitation can the dem- 
ocratic pledge be redeemed, and with 
this end in view every democrat itt 
Georgia should lend his support to the 
movement for the organization of coun- 
ty bimetallic leagues, 

OSES 
A Successful Year. 

It is a pity that after a vear of such 
successful work the Boys’ High school 
eould not have closed. it# exercises with 
the assurance that it would open a new 
term in a better building than that in 
Which it has been huused for the past 
few vears. It is to be hoped that the 
eitvy council will? in some way, find its 
way clear to the completion of’ the build- 
ing already begun and that the work 
will not be so long delayed as to render 
useless the foundation which has been 
already constructed. 

The two high. schools of Atlanta—the 
boys’ and the girls’—are worthy ‘and 
most creditable eapstones to our supurb 
common school system. 

During the past year the curriculum 
of the Boys’ High school has been broad- 
ened and the grade of scholarship 
raised. Its excellent superintendent, 
Professor W. M. Slaton, has brought to 
bear upon the school the full value of 
the resources at his command and the 
school has closed with a year’s record 
which reflects much credit on every- 
body connected with it, and especially 
on the able superintendent who has had 
the direction of its destiny. 

The Constitution takes this occasion 
to felicitate Professor Slaton and. to 
express to him the thanks of the public 
for the good work he has done. 

The city has unbounded pride in both 
of our high schools, and if is indebted to 
the able management which has brought 
them to the standard of = excellence 
which makes them, in every way, model 
institutions. 
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The “Sound Money” Subterfuge, 

The Washington Post, which is one 
of the most gentlemanly goldbuys that 
we know of, ventures from behind the 
screen and proceeds to make this en- 
lightening remark: 

If gold is to be the medium of ultimate re- 
demption, then there should be gold enough 
to redeem our paper or the paper is com- 
paratively ‘‘unsound.’’ For example, the 
comptroller of the currency tells us that on 
the 83d of October, 1893, there were in the 
national fanks of this country $1,451,124,33 
of individual deposits. Suppose that on the 
4th of October these deposits were drawn 
out and the money (paper, of course) pre- 
sented for redemption in gold. Could it 
have been redeemed? Against the vast sum 
of their liabilities to depositors the national 
banks held in actual gold coin only $129,790,- 
438. The difference to be paid out in notes, 
certificates, etc., would have been $1,321,333,- 
892. Where was the gold to meet it? In 
one of his speeches at the south Mr. Car- 
lisle stated that there is in this country 
$635,000,009 of gold, but that is not $1,321,333,- 
892, or even half of that sum. Even sup- 
posing the national banks could have ob- 
tained every gold dollar in the country to 
meet a sudden emergency they would still 
have been $686,333,892 short of a settlement. 
In a word, their paper would have realized 
only a small fraction over forty-five cents 
on the dollar, At a pinch, in fact, the gold 
man’s paper would not have made as good 
a showing as the much despised and great- 
ly disparaged silver dollar under contro- 
versy. 

The Post touches the raw spot of tle 
gold situation, and although it tries 
hard to break the force of this brief 
and powerful statement of bottom facts 
it makes an amusing failure. It says 
that “the question is not to be viewed 


in this way.” 


Our contemporary concludes with this 


definition, which is just as good as ang 
other until it is picked to pieces, ane 
then, as we say in Georgia, itisn’t worth 
shucks. “ ‘Sound money’ is the money 
that passes current everywhere without 
question. There is no other kind.” This 
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ter, but it leads to a hole in the ground. 


As a matter of fact there is no “money” 


that passes current everywhere without 
question. A gold eagle that is “money” 
in the United States, and that passes 
here without question, is bullion in 
Great Britain, and the moment it is of- 
very serious 
question arises. “How much does it 
Weigh?” It is tried in the scales, and 
if it weighs enough to be taken to the 
Bank of England and exchanged for 
the equivalent of $10 in English money, 
well and good. Otherwise it doesn’t 
pass for its face value. 

Now, @ ‘gold’ eagle of full weight 
passes current in England for two rea- 
sons. 1. It can be taken to the Bank 
of England and exchanged for English 
money. 2. It will command $10 worth 
of American cotton, wheat or other 
commodity. Of course, the polite gold- 
bug on The Post knows that there never 
Was any such thing as international 
money. We also cheerfully credit him 
With the knowledge that there is no 
“money” that passes current everywhere 
Without question.” Such claptrap will 
do for the cuckoo and postmaster. or- 
gans in the south, who ere really and 
truly ignorant of the currency question, 
but it leaves a bad taste in the mouth 
to see such statements in a newspaper 
as ably edited as The Post undoubted- 
ly is. 

The goldbug talk about “sound mon- 
ey,” thereby meaning gold money, 
is about as absurd as anything 
cin be in view of the light of 
the practical knowledge and — ex- 
perience of the people. If gold mon- 
ev is “sonud money” today, what sort 
of inmoney was it a few years ago, When 
it would buy only half as much cotton, 
Wheat, iron and other commodities as it 
will buy now? We hope The Post has 
not ranged itself with that small and 
seltish Which believes that the 
people are natural born fools, ineapa- 
ble of governing themselves. Any man 
who is not a fool can reason, and any 
man who can reason can see, Vy com- 
paring the purchasing power of money 
how with its purchasing power a few 
yeurs ago, that the shvlock ery of 
“sound money” is a fraud on its face, 
aud intends to deceive. 

As a mutter of fact, however, it de- 
ceives nobody who isn’t interested in 
being deceived, and the people at the 
proper time will show in a very em- 
phatiec way what they think

about it. 
If, by some means now clearly impossi- 
ble, the shylock class could convince 
the people that money which is con- 
stantly increasing in purchasing power 
is “sound money,” they would refuse 
to have the producis of their labor 
measured in it. They have had a more 
prosperous experience, and tifey are 
determined, in.spite of the claptrap of 
the shylock class, to bring about a re- 
newal and revival of that experience. 
We advise The Post to fall in with 
the procession in time. The free coin- 
age of silver is a people’s movement. 
The word we send on to Washington, 
therefore, is fall in, Beriah, and work 
for the people’s prosperity! |

A VOICE FROM VERMONT. 


A Distinguished Citizen Gives 
Views on the Money Question. 


From The Middleburg, Vt., Register. 
Bread Loaf Inn, Ripton, Vt., May 28, 1896. 
I am trying a new experiment in daily 
journals, having subscribed for The Chi- 
cago Inter Ocean and The Atlanta Consti- 
tution. Hitherto I have subscribed for New 
York or Boston dailies only, those cities be- 
ing the nearest to us of the larger cities. 


Generally we have taken The Boston Her- 
jald and New York World, because these 
“papers, more than others of those cities, in 


ur .opinion, represented advanced Ameri- 
fan thought and action. But this year it 

as early evident that we should have to 

ve up The Boston Herald, as it planted 
it@ lf dead against the issue that is bound 
to @ontrol American politics and to dictate 
the #olicy of the future, Of course I refer 
to the financial issue of the free coinage of 
silver }at 16 to 1. 

But ®@ still had: confidence in The World, 
if for ’no other reason, because it didn’t 
seem ppssible that, having kept with the 
current {public opinion for years, and though 
that policy built up the largest circwation 
of any paper on earth—at least according to 
its claim—it would at last break from this 
public dpinion, when it was setting the 
strongest, and thus certainly cripple that 
circulatign and ultimately surrender its 
prestige to some other journal. I had con- 
fidence in it, too, because in ‘the winter it 
began to trim its sails in the direction of 
Silver, and was rapidly hoisting them one 
by one to the breeze, when suddenly this 
course was stopped by some one, as we 
nad been tol@ ut Washington, by leading 
bimetallists, that it would be. While it was 
hoisting sail t@ the silver breeze we sub- 
scribed for the paper. It comes now every 
night filled with accounts of crime and 
New York politics, but utterly destitute of 
news and argument on the great question 
that confronts the nation and calls for the 
attention of all. ° . ° * . . 

I wrote The Chicago Inter Ocean to know 
if it was sound on thé silver question, advo- 
cating its free coinage at 16 to 1. 1 told 
them if so to send mvp their daily for six 
months. The reply stated, substantially, 
that they were not urging free coinage at 
lb to 1, but were friendly to bimetallism. 
They started a paper on \his showing and 
sent me a bill for six moygths. I paid them 
for one, and told them to *®top it at the end 
of that time unless 1 order¢d again. It has 
come with great regularit¥, the next day 
after its issue, and is pes creditable ap- 
pearing paper, but apparenthy, though evi- 
dently friendly to silver, it ik going to try 
and straddle the and therefore I have 
about determined to let it stop at the end 
of the month. Its position seems to be in 
favor of bimetallism, but against its en- 
actment. 

The Atlanta Constitution reached here the 
third day. There is no question about its 
position, It is unqualifiedly for the free 
coinage of silver at 16 to 1. The paper has 
always been democratic and is an important 


factor in the present condition of politics. 
* s . * = * * ” = 
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The people see that the prices of land and 
products average too low, and that the 
cause of this appears to be the increased 
value of gold, because of its being made 
the sole money standard; and they are de- 
termined to aiter a standard that produces 
so disastrous a result. It is the plain peo- 
ple of the country that have taken this mat- 
ter up in its order. It is through their 
ranks that the contagious fire of protest 
and actio@ is now spreading. With uner- 
ring instinct and a sound sense that no 
sophistry can shake, nor false statement 
change, they perceive the trouble and are 
going to remedy it. .Nature’s laws, it is 
true, are at work in trying to provide a 
remedy by an increased output of gold. At 
different new points in the world gold is 
being found or sought. Even here in Ver- 
mont, close to this inn, mining for it has 
been begun and a speculative value given 
to land. But nature cannot do the impossi- 
ble. 1f there is not gold enough in the 
world, and to be had, to make a stable and 
desirable standard for money, then it can- 
not, at least should not, be used as such 
standard. That there is not enough was 
foretold by some of the ablest thinkers be- 
fore the experiment was tried, and appar- 
ently has been proved true by the expe- 
rience of the last twenty years. The gold 
standard has been followed by a period of 
great depression in trade throughout the 
world, and a loss to the producers of this 
country, largely the farmers, in deprecia- 
tion of prices of thousands of millions of 
dollars, This is all they care to lose. Hence 
tre wave of protest that has begun to rise 
over the country, against which, when -it 
strikes its full tide, party lines must disap- 
pear. Indeed nothing is:more certain than 
that in the coming contest We shall see vot- 
ers from all parties flocking together to pro- 
tect their property, and in the interests of 
prosperity. 

In this question, as a national issue, there 
is ONe aspect that will be especially pleas. 
ing to Americans. There are no sectional 
lines. The interests of the south, west and 
east are substantially the same. In each 
section the banking and wealthier classes 
favor a gold standard and low prices. Un- 
doubtedly the subject so far has been more 
agitated in the south and west than in the 
east, but the discussion is rapidly spreading 
through the east, and We doubt not that 
when fully understood, both in this matter 
and on the question whether the wealth 
of the country shall pay its part of the 
taxes or shirk it On to those that have but 
little, the decision will be as pronounced in 
the east as in any other section for that 
policy which is guided by the interests and 
rights of the many, ratner than the inter- 
ests of the few.

’ AH day long now he lies upon his cot in 
a half-doubled-up position with both arms 
thrown over his head and hiding his face 
from view. 

He talks to no one and when called he 
refuses to answer and pays not the slight- 
est attention to anything that is said about 
himself. Despite his paleness, he does not 
flush the slightest. 

But there is one point upon which Carr is 
showing that he has a fine lot of intellect 
left. : 

Up to the time of his last trial Alex Carr 
ate the jail food and said nothing. Since 
the last trial, however, Carr’s father brings 
him each day a basket of food. As a gen- 
eral rule a crazy man would not discrimi- 
mate between jail food and food brought 
-by any one else. 

Not so Alex Carr, however. 

Alex Carr refuses to eat the jail food. Not 
Only does he refuse to eat it, but he throws 
it out between the bars in order that he 
Can get it as far away from himself as pos- 
sible. He then eats the food brought by 
his father. 

A strange feature of this is that the food 
is permitted to be given Carr by his father, 
after the statements made in the speeches 
of the attorneys in the case and the insin- 
uations made through questions asked the 
Witnesses. 

The experts on the stand were asked if 
drugs might not be administered through 
food or in any way to produce the desired 
effect, and it was intimated that such. was 
being done. However this may be—true or 
untrue—the food: is permitted to be given 
Alex Carr and not the slighest examina- 
tion is mdde of it. 

Jailer Mardis states that he does not’ be- 
lieve that Carr is crazy, though he has not 
the Sslighest desire to testify. Yesterday a 
Constitution reporter called at the jail and 
Carr wastold his father had come, but no 
sign did he show that he heard tne remark. 
His trial is set for June 18th. 

Made a Break for Liberty. 
But for Deputy Sheriff Will Greene’s abil- 
ities as a footballist Washington Willie, an 
insane ex-convict, would now be fleting

- Washington iWllie was taken before Or- 
dinary Calhoun yesterday to be tried on a 
warrant charging him with insanity. While 
the trial was progressing slowly and 
smoothly, Willie rose and very quietly be- 
gan to go through some peculiar gymnas- 
tics. He first used One arm and then began 
to slap his hands in front and then be- 
hind. He increased the speed of his move- 
ments and suddenly ducking his head start- 
ed for the open doorway of the courtroom 
of the ordinary. 

The door had been left open on account of 
the heat and a staring crowd clustered 
around it to get a peep at the negro, who 
Sat glaring’ at them. When he made his 
dash the crowd scattered, two or three peo- 
ple falling backwards in their haste to let 
Willie by. ° 

Just as Willie reached within a few feet 
of the door Deputy Sheriff Greene tackled 
cleanly and threw him squarely backwards 
against the rafling. In an fnstant several 
others pinioned him down. The door was 
shut and Willie quietly resumed the chair. 
Willie was sent to the chaingang about a 
month ago and about two weeks ago began 
to exhibit signs of insanity. He was taken 
very ill and finally when spoken to would 
repeat What was said. Then he attempted 
to get away. Governor Atkinson pardoned 
him and Willie was tried yesterday after- 
noon and found to be insane. He will be 
taken to Milledgeville at once. 

He Was Violent at Times. 

Marcus Derricott, an old-time negro not 
less than sixty-eight years old, was 
before Ordinary Calhoun yesterday on a 
writ of lunacy. He was very quiet, though 
Witnesses testified that at times he was 
dangerous. 

The old man was found to be insane. Dr. 
Dan H. Howell was foreman of the jury in 
both instances. ’

THE BROTHER WRITES, 


Solicitor General Spence Sends His 
Respects to the Faculty. 
Perhaps the last chapter of the now fa- 
mous Milledgeville incident is that: written 

in a ecard by Hon. W. N. Spence. 

When Mr. Spence passed through Macon 
on his way home from Milledgeville he had 
just read the first newspaper accounts of 
the affair, and the card he wrote to The 
Telegraph was decidedly salty. 

Mr. Spence explains the facts in the case 
—the charge against his sister and the ac- 
tion of the faculty. He characterizes the 
action of the faculty toward her as being 
cruel in the extreme, and says in this con- 
nection: 

“She was found guilty, and the next day 
cruelly driven from the college without an 
escort, and a plea of her roommates, in- 
cluding my own sister-in-law, to accom- 
pany her to the train was indignantiy de- 
nied. Althongh I could easily have ‘been 
reached by wire and would have gladly 
gone for my sister, she was turned adrift 
by this faculty of such great moral stand- 
ard and left to return home, if she had the 
heart to do so, without a friend to counsel 
her. In their opinion she was already dis- 
graced and unworthy of the confidence of 
any one, and unworthy longer to associate 
with her roommates—and they seemed per- 
fectly indifferent as to what became of 
her.”’ 

Mr. Spence tells of his own visit to Mil- 
ledgeville, his attempts to get the faculty 
to reconsider its action and revoke at least 
a portion of its sentence, and failing in 
this, his appeal to the trustees. The action 
of the board and the subsequent action of 
the faculty are stated. Mr. Spence refers 
to the resoutions of the faculty as ‘‘a ma- 
lignant assault: upon the character of* this 
helpless girl, which, in their rage and utter 
disregard of the consequences to her, they 
have published in the papers,’ 

He concludes his card this way: 

“I will call attention to a fact which 
your correspondent purposely, and with a 
willful determination to injure my sister, 
omitted in his statement of What trans- 
pired on the delivery of the diplomas: 
When my sister’s name was read out the 
entire, audience, except a few of the col- 
lege girls and this inhuman faculty, ap- 
plauded her name vigorously. I will state 
another fact, which 1 am satisfied is true 
in the light of all that has transpired since: 
When 1 took my sister back to Milledge- 
ville on last Saturday night, President 
Chappell the next day, in the guise ot 
friendship, advised me to send her away 
from the dormitory and back to Macon, 
and I am now convinced that the real ob- 
ject of this advice was to prevent the sym- 
pathy of Emmie’s college mates being 
aroused by her presence, so that they 
cOuld be organized to lend their support 
to this determined and unrelenting purpose 
to persecute and hound down the good 
name and character of Emmie. 

“The extreme and unreasonable coloring 
given to the conduct of my Sister in the 
published report of the faculty to the board 
of trustees is certainly the ravings of a 
lot of maniacs that ought to be co 
in that other state institution so near 
or eise it is the production of a 
mean, heartless and cruel autocrats 
upon the murder of my sister’s character. 
In charity I prefer to adopt the former 
version. 

“T left Milledgeville feeling satistied to 
say nothing to the public on this.subject, 
but the specials are my excuse for this let- 
ter. I do not believe the publication can 
harm my sister, because so plainly the 
product of a malicious heart. 

“T sign my name to this and am re- 
sponsible for all that 1 have written.”

This morning the grand jury, Mr. L. B. 
Nelson, foreman, will meet for the purpose 
of disposing of a number of cases. Among 
them are several important ones, 

The case of Dr. Lewis Hanvey will be 
among the first called. <All the witnesses 
have been summoned and a true Dill 
against hi ‘ill probably be found this 
morning. Dr. shot his wife on 
Pryor street evening. He 
was supposed to have been drunk, but tes- 
timony is developing to show that it is 
more a case of jealousy. 

There will be two other murder cases 
acted upon at the same time. One its that 
‘of Howlsworth, the negro who is charged 
with the killing of Motorman Johnson, 
about two weeks ago. The grand jury 
met on last Saturday for this case but 
the witnesses were not present. The case 
of E.. M. Jackson, who is supposed to 
have been captured, will be disposed of. 
Jackson is charged with having chopped 
another negro’s head nearly off, the negro 
dying. 

The case of Rev. J. D. Garrison will also 
be taken up. Rev. Mr. Garrison, who is 
@n aged white preacher, was bound over 
on the charge of having set fire to his 
own house. He was sent to jail and after- 
wards gave bond. There are several wit- 
nesses who give some very da wage evi- 
denceg Rewa Mr. Garrison laims that 
there is a conspiracy against mies because 
of overdue rents which are owing him. 

Yesterday morning Judge Richard Clark 
signed an order setting his bond at 31,00. 
Tnis he gave. When Rev. Mr. Garrison 
was bound over by Justice Bloodworth the 
justice set the bond at $1,000, but later dis- 
covered that in a case of arson only a su- 
perior court judge ‘had the power fo name 
a bond. His figures, however, were sus- 
tained. 

He Should Have Said Nothing. 

Thomas M. Collins was aonvicted of 
abandonment yesterday before Judge West- 
moreland and was fined $259, with the al- 
ternative of twelve months in jail. 

The testimiony in the case went to show 
that Collins is by no means a man of very 
fine morals.

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RELIGIOUS LIBERTY, 


A Commoanication from the Minister 
of a Seventh Day Adventist Church. 
Editor Constitution: Having read your 

rep.y to The New Orleans Times-Democrat 
On the “Georgia Sunday Laws,’ 1 beg to 
present through your> columns -a plea in 
behaif of religious liberty. There are prin- 
ciples involved in this question which I 
belicve should be more clearly understood, 
principies upon which are based the dear- 
est rights of every American citizen—the 
limit of civil authority and the right of 
every man to worship God according to the 
dictates of his own conscience. 

And an honest, conscientious Christian 
has been sentenced to tweive months in 
the chaingang in this state with the possi- 
bility of his being put to death tor refusing 
to violate his conscience by working in that 
cChaingang on the seventh day the 
and it is no fault of the law thi: 
treme penalty hus not beer intiicted. 
it not veenA that sonie unknown friend 

aid Mr. Aliison’s nne ne would nave 
een toiling in the chaingang, or, perhaps: 

had forfeited his life rather tnau to ve 
disioyal to nis God. For what dark deed 

Was he made siubicct to such an oraeal? He 

had defrauded one, he had harmed no 

one, he had molested no one, no other 
man’s rights had peen invaded in the 

Sligntest degree. This he proposed to prove 

‘during his trial, but the court informed 

him that molesting others had nothing to 

do with his case. His only offense was 
that he had not practiced the religion of 
his neighbors. He had not observed the 
first day of the week as the Sabbath, after 
keeping the seventh day whic h he believed 

God required him to opserve, 

We shall not here discuss the question 
of which day is the Sabbath—that is a point 
on which many men differ, and every man 
has a right to his own opinion. But what 
we wish to cali attention to is the injustice 
of the law that decides a religious question 
and then provides that such hardships may 
be intlicted upon those who diife r from that 
decision in faith and practice. We have 
been wont to boast of the telig

rious free. 
dom which is guaranteed to all the inhabi- 
tants of this fair land. We have looked 
with horror upon the religious intolerances 
of .some of the governments of the oid 
world under which Christians have suffer- 
ed in past ages such cruel persecutions, be- 
cause they differed from the prevailing sen- 
timent of those times: We have thanked 
God that the founders of our republic see- 
ing the evils of religious jegislation sought 
to place in the constitution a safeguard 
against it in the following: ‘‘Coneress shall 
make no law respecting the establishment 
of religion or prohibiting the free exer- 
cise thereof.’’ We have taken‘ pride in 
the noble sentiment expressed in the eon- 
stitution of the state of Georgia—‘‘Perfect 
freedom of religious sentiment shall be and 
the same is hereby secured and no inhabi- 
tant, of this state shall ever be molested 
in person or property or prohibited from 
Sabine any office or _trust on account of 
his religious opinion.” The only¥ limit to 
this freedom is that “The liberty of con- 
science hereby secured shall not bé so con- 
strued as to excuse acts of licentiousness or 

stify practices inconsistent with the peace 
and cafety of the people.’’ And now in the 
face of all the advancement that has been 
made in this land of liberty, to behold an 
honest,, inoffensive Christian man sentenc- 
ed to the chaingang to toil with common 
criminals for twelve long, weary months 
for no other offense than that of exercising 
his God-given right to the convictions of 
his own conscience in regard to a religious 


observance, brings a shook to our sensibili- 
ties and seems to us like a dark blot on the 
last decade of tne nineteenth century and 
a stam of reproach on the fair tame of the 
new south, 

That Sabbath keeping is a religious ob- 
servance is evident not only from the testi- 
mony of seripture and the ministers of all 
religious sects; but the law of Georgia it- 
seli recogmzes it as such in declaring it 
to be the Lord’s cay. The Lord himself 
instituted the Sabpath, and declares and 
calls it a sign between Him and His people. 
Those who observe the seventh day Keep 
it as a memoiial of creation of the world, 
while those who regard the first day as 
the Sabbath keep it in commemoration of 
the resurrection of Christ »o that in etther 
case the Sabbath is as truly a religious me- 
morial day as the Lord’s supper and bap- 
tism are religious memorials. If the state 
may decide one religious question, why may 
it not decide all? And if it may enforce one 
religious institution, why may it not on 
the same principle enforce all? These ques- 
tions have been answered by the United 
States senate in replying to a request for 
a Sunday law. The committee said, “]f a 
solemn act of legislation shall in one point 
define the law of God or point out the 
citizens one religious duty, it may,. with 
equal propriety, proceed to define every 
part of divine revelation and enforce every 
religious obligation.’’ (American state pa- 
pers, page 111.) So if this course of re- 
ligious legislation were pursued to its log- 
ical end, we should have a revival of the 
terrible scenes of the dark and our 
government would be turned into an engine 
of persecution as truly as was Rome in the 
days of Nero. 

If we would@ avoid the worst results in 
an line of religious persecution, let us be- 

ware of the first steps in that direction. 
Massachusetts once required all parents to 
have their children sprinkled. The Baptists, 
who did not believe in sprinkling the 
proper mode of baptism, refused to practice 
contrary to their faith, and we're punished 
for violating the law. John Painter, of 
those days, was whipped, and like Mr. Alli- 
son of today, his only offense was that he 
refused to conform to a religious service 
which he believed to be contrary to tne 
will of God. The experiences of the Pap- 
tist people in suffering for their faith leads 
them to appreciate the situation when other 
Christians are brought under similar cir- 
cumstances.

Some of these have al- 
ready been prepared and are quite hand- 
somely furnished as bedrooms. 

-“In one such building already so fitted up 
fifty or sixty people can be so accommo- 
dated. We have several other Streets 
near the business center having good blocks 
of brick buildings, the upper stories of 
- which could be fitted up, and it might be 
well for your committee to bring this mat- 
ter to the attention of the owners of such 
buildings. 

“A negro hotel should also, in my opin- 
fon, be built. It will not only be in con- 
atant demand during the exposition, but 
would prove a profitable investment for 
all time. 

“A lot of vacant houses were found dur- 
ing the canvass, but the bulk of them were 
either small shanties or uninhabitable, and, 
therefore, no notice was taken of them.

Assisted by Unfavorable Weather, Govern 
Flactuations in Wheat“ind Cotton. 


UNFAVORABLE REPORTS ARE EXPECTED 


Cotton Gained a Few Points Yesterday and 
Wheat Is Fractionally Higher. 
Stocks Closed Strong, 


New York, June 7.—A lower range of 
prices prevailed at the stock exchange ear- 
ly in the day, owing mainly to the receipts 
of selling orders from ‘London, a fresh 
batch of unfavorable crop reports from the 
west and continued liquidations in New 
York of Susquehanna and Western, Core 
dage, Reading, Atchison, North American 
and other low-priced stocks. The reduction 
of the Chicago ana Nortmwest uiViucua va 
the common stock to 1% per cent yesterday 
Was used against the Grangers, and the gen- 
eral list sympathized to-some extent. Oute- 
side of Susquehanna and Western, however, 
the losses were by no means great, The 
stock named fell 4 per cent for the prefer- 
red to 21%. and 1's for the common to 67%. 
The decline otherwise was % to 1% per 
cent, the latter tn Jersey Central, which 
touched 9713. Reading fell 14% to 153%, Rubber 
1*3 to 40% and Northwest, Louisville and 
Nashville, Manhattan, Kansas and Texas 
preferred and Tennessee Coal and Iron each 
about 1 per cent. The Cordage ¢hares sold 
at the lowest figures on record—namely, 
is; for the common, 3% for the preferred 
and 7 for the guaranteed. The market ex- 
perienced a change for the better with the 
announcement that the directors of the 
American Refining company at a meeting 
this afternoon had declared the régular 
dividends of 3 per cent on the common and 
1%, per cent on the preferred stock. This 
started a latent short interest into covering 
and a rapid rise from 1174 to 118% ensued. 
The stock replied so promptly that the 
bears in other parts of the list took alarm, 
ani under moderate purchases a general 
rally ensued.

New York, June 7.—Reports of rains at the 
south, the bullish Chronicle acreage report, 
fears that the bureau report on Monday will 
also be bullish, and considerable covering 
of shorts by local operators as well as 
more or less buying for the continent lifted 
prices 4 to 6 points in the early trading;

hicago, June -7.—Wheat opened this 
morning fully Sc higher than forty-eight 
st oh ago.

Mr. Baker's term has been short, but about 
him clusters a series of sensations greater 
than the city had ever before, and his in- 
itiation into office some months ago was 
the sign for political pow-wows and formal 
investigations, the effect of which is still 
felt and will shape in the main the cam- 
paigns to come. 

Mr. Baker has been an efficient clerk. 
But the time is approaching when he must 
go the way of Jumbo Hunter. Who will 
fill his place? This is a question which is 
of general interest among those who are 
discussing the change. It is stated on pos- 
itive authority that Mr. Charles Winn, who 
is the step-son of the clerk-elect, has been 
Singled out as the young man who will call 
out cases for the recorder and check up the 
fines for jags and fights. 

The appointment, it is said, has been set- 
tled upon, and Mr. Winn will take charge 
July Ist. 

Another Change. 

In the office of the tax collector there 
will be another change of significance. Mr. 
J. R. Collins will be succeeded by Mr. E. 
T. Payne, who was elected at the last elec- 
tion. Mr. Collins has engineered a wise 
administration, and his term has been not- 
ably successful. He will be assisted by 
Mr: Bernard Broyles and W. H. Holcombe. 

Change of hands will also be made in the 
office of city marshal, and Marshal Me. 
Candless will give way to Mr. John 
Humphries, who has, up to the present, 
filled the position of deputy. 

The two deputies in this department will 
be Mr. Alex Dittler and Mr. Jeff Tolbert. 

All of these changes will take place on 
the Ist of next month. The offices of the 
city hall will be filled with new men. Some 
of these are already on hand getting onto 
the work and learning the inside ‘doings of 
their departments. . 

An Election, Too. | 

There is great interest over the election 
Which will be held_in the council hall on 
the first day of July. 

At that time the general council will pro- 
ceed to choose officers for tne recorder'’s 
place, the fire chief and two tax assessors. 

There are sevetal candidates for the po- 
Sitions of tax assessors. This meeting will 
be one of the most important held in some 
time, and the election will be exciting. 

Special Tax Probable. 

The solution of the question, or rather 
the universal demand for the duplicate 
water main, is stiil the general topic of 
discussion among city officials. 

The immediate necessity for the main is 
conceded by all, but the appropriation for 
the purpose is a question. It is said, how- 
ever, that there will be a special tax levied 
for the purpose of raising the funds neces- 
sary. The members of the tax committee 
have this under consideration, and the ques- 
tion will probably come up at the next ses- 
sion of council. 

Returns Rendered Promptly. 

The city tax returns are about all in, and 
the collections have begun. Some have 
already paid their taxes, not waiting for the 
discount, which is usually given. It is said, 
by the way, that the council will aliow no 
discount this year. However, the returns 
have been promptly given in. 

“This year has been remarkable in the 
promptness of returns,’’ said Mr. T. J. Ma- 
lone yeSterday. “‘The returns have been 
given in more promptly than any time dur- 
ifNg the last seventeen years.”’
